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Continuation of 13. Other: 

a) The Examiner disagrees that Akiyama does not teach determining whether a television broadcast program has resumed after the end of 
the replacement commercial. Once the commercial is determined to be over, the switcher swicthes back to the TV program. By having the 
TV program being automatically displayed by the swicther, the user determines that a TV program has been resumes. The claim does not 
require that the system per se does the determining. 

b) The Examiner disagrees that "Zigmond does not discuss the claimed developing of the viewer profile nor does Zigmond discuss 
automatically applying the previously retained viewer selection for a first replacement advertising segment to a second replacement 
advertising segment...". Referring to col. 9, lines 20-55, Zigmond teaches the ad insertion device monitors actions of the viewer during the 
display of the advertisement. Such interaction allows the system to subsequently provide targetted advertisements to the user. The viewer 
response information remains at the ad insertion device to further modify the advertisement selection process. Haas was brought in to 
teach modifications. 

c) In response to the Applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed inventions where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. Regarding Applicant's arguments that the references teach away from each other, given that the references 
as applied are all directed to aspects of a video entertainment system and there does not appear to be any specific teaching away from the 
combination as applied, it is the exmainer's position that the references do not teach away. 
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
